Prices to the trade on 
Douglas Fir Weldwood may be 
obtained by referring to our sup- 
plementary list covering these 
items. The instability of the mar- 
ket prohibits our publishing cur- 
rent prices in our regular catalog, 
and any revisions will be made 
from time to time as necessary by 
the issuance of additional sup- 
plementary lists. 

Note 2. Panel sizes smaller than 
48 x 96 are not carried as stock 
items, except as they develop in 
manufacture. Because of the great 
demand for Douglas Fir Weld- 
wood, the mills strive for the 
greatest output, and this is only 
possible by utilizing the 48 x 96 
presses to their full capacity. 
However, all cutbacks developing 
are shipped to our distributing 
warehouses and you will profit 
by checking the situation when 
you have need of smaller size 
panels. 


The demand for Douglas Fir Weldwood, increased many times 
over by its war-time performance, has resulted in numerous 
important changes in its manufacturing technique. All of these 
are devoted to the single goal of making a better product and 
in producing it in the greatest possible volume to satisfy the 
greatest number of customers. 

To the huge production of our Seattle plant, we have added 
the production of our new plant at Mapleton, Oregon. In 
addition, we have the entire output of two additional plants— 
one at Lebanon, Oregon and the other at Port Angeles, Wash- 
ington— both of which are modern, efficient manufacturing 
units with high standards of quality. Our new resin plant at 
Portland, Oregon now manufactures improved adhesives, giv- 
ing us better control of the resins we use; these adhesives exceed 
all requirements of the Douglas Fir Plywood Association and 
Commercial Standards 45-48. Our vast timber holdings have 
been further enlarged, assuring us a steady supply of the best 
peeler logs and enabling us to control production from standing 
timber to finished panel. 

While these measures have greatly increased the output of 
Douglas Fir Weldwood, our production continues far behind 
demand. We will adhere strictly to our established policy of 
dividing our supplies fairly, trying to take care of as many of 
our customers as possible. 

NEW SOLID GRADES 

The Solid Grades are carried in stock only as developed 
in both sound one side/solid back and solid one side/ 
utility back, in both interior and exterior. 


Description of new SOLID GRADE— SOLID GRADE shall present a solid surface, free from open defects but in addition to characteristics 
admitted in Grade A (Sound), veneer shall admit also neatly made circular plugs, as well as synthetic plugs that present solid, level, hard 
surfaces, knots up to 1 inch if both sound and tight, tight splits, slightly rough but not torn grain, and other minor sanding and patching defects. 
The grade shall be paintable. 
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WELDWOOD PLYPANEL (Interior Grade) 

Plypanel, the finest type of Fir plywood made, is recommended for interior work such as wall and 
ceiling panels, partitions, cabinets, built-ins, cupboards, booths, furniture, display cases. Weldwood 
Plypanel is made in sound-two-side grade, smooth sanded two sides, ready for finishing. It is 
also made sound one side, sanded two sides. 

WELDWOOD PLYSCORD SHEATHING (Interior Grade) 

For sheathing and sub-flooring, Weldwood Plyscord meets every requirement. 

It is an unsanded utility panel, low in cost but high in strength and rigidity. An excellent utility 
panel on construction jobs, its large sheets permit erection with utmost economy. Panels 5/16" 
thick applied horizontally or vertically, provide 40% greater wall rigidity than diagonal bracing 
or sheathing. 

Weldwood Plyscord is scored on 16" centers to permit accurate and instant placing of studs and 
quick, sure nailing. 


WELDWOOD PLYFORM 

Weldwood Plyform is widely used for the forming of concrete since it produces an excellent, smooth 
surface. Panels can be re-used repeatedly without deteriorating, making it an economical material 
for the purpose. 

Weldwood Plyform is highly water-resistant but is not waterproof. 


EXTERIOR FIR WELDWOOD 

For permanent outdoor service including boats, Exterior Fir Weldwood is recommended. 

Made with phenol-formaldehyde resin as the bonding agent, it is absolutely impervious to water 
or weather; plies cannot separate. 

The several types of Douglas Fir Weldwood previously described (Plypanel, Plyscord) are 
made both in the Interior grade as well as in the Exterior grade. The latter can be identified by the 
marking EXT-DFPA branded on one edge of the panel. 

In ordering, be sure to indicate which grade is wanted.

Gum, a Southern hardwood, is a highly useful wood, 
being available in a wide variety of grades, suitable both 
for low cost installations as well as for the finest cabinet 
jobs. It has the important feature of showing no grain 
raise, making it a desirable wood for painted work. 

Weldwood Gum plywood of our manufacture is made 
in up-to-date plants on most modern equipment and 
should not be confused with the usual commercial prod- 
uct. Tight cut veneers, made from large, sound logs, are 
used exclusively and the panels are hot-plate bonded with 
synthetic water-resistant resins. The result is a precision 
product of high quality. Logs used for Weldwood Gum 
plywood are taken from our own stands of virgin timber, 
located at the confluence of the Wateree and Congaree 
Rivers in South Carolina. 

Our 1-3 grade is recommended for the finest type of 
cabinet work where natural finish or stain is used; 2-3 
grade will be found entirely satisfactory for paint finish; 
3-3 grade, while technically described as “reject” will 
permit large areas of clear cutting. This grade is generally 
used for backs and concealed construction. 


SELECTED WHITE GUM 

The best general utility panel in stock. The Y\ n panels are made 
with heavy cores and white faces a construction far superior to the 
ordinary “three-equal-ply” construction so frequently offered “at a 
price.” These panels are definitely better. They paint or enamel 
excellently and take a most satisfactory Walnut or Mahogany stain.

Utility Weldwood is a hardwood panel, 8' wide and 4' 
long, which is made in straight-line volume production 
at our Orangeburg, S. C. plant. 

It may be used natural — merely being stained or waxed 
— or it may be painted or wallpapered. The tendency to 
expand and contract at the joints is minimized, making it 
particularly suitable for wall use. Its hardwood face will 
not show checks or grain rise. 

Utility Weldwood is useful alike for new construction 
and for alteration work, and is a general utility panel of 
wide usefulness in the woodworking plant and in many 
other applications. 
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Smooth Utility Weldwood Panels are excel- 
lent for both new building and remodeling 
jobs where a good painted finish is wanted.
